Dear Mr. President:- 


The Dean has forwarded to me your letter to him, regarding 
Dr- Charles C. Sheard, Jr-., and Dr. J. T. Glover, for appointment. 
on the staff. I told the Dean that the need for appointments was 
chiefly at the General Hospital. St. Michael's has only two men 
overseas - Dr. A. J. McKenzie and Dr. Harry McPhedran - leaving 
them plenty for the number of classes that they have to teach. He 
was to see you and explain matters. 


We are urgently in need of more assistance in the General 
Hospital. In all the wards there are third, fourth and fifth 
year classes. In Ward G,I have only two associates, and in 
addition to the ward work I have theatre clinics. In the other 
wards the shortage is quite as great. If we can get any suit- 
able men as voluntary assistants, and one or more of them prove 
to be capable and very desirable for clinical purposes, would I 
be authorized in assuring them of an appointment later on, say, 
at the end of the wart The most promising man, from his train- 
ing, that is available, is Dr. Tovell. He is attached to St. 
Michael's Hospital, but would probably transfer to the General 
if he were assured of an appointment after probation work of a 
year or so. I think it would be wise to have Glover wait until 
he hes done probation work before nominating him for appointment. 
Dr. Charles Sheard, Jr. has done probation work of somewhat fair 
quality, but yot more. 


Last Summer I wrote you that Dr. Goldie wanted Dr. A. George 
McPhedran appointed as his first assistant. He has done a year's 
voluntary work as third year instructor, taking charge of Dr. 
Bates* class, with very fair result. I hope thet you will give 
him his appointment.

HOURS: BY APPOINTMENT

Dear Mr. President:- 


I have your letter of the 8th, and am sorry you have any 
occasion to trouble yourself about these matters. Last year, 
when the time-table was to be made up I reminded the chairman 
of the time-table committee that an hour was required for the 
4th year clinic. There was an hour for the clinic during last 
session. Formerly it had been as reported to you, only two- 
thirds of the class attending, but 1 pressed very strongly for 
the full class, and last year secured it. When the time-table 
was issued last Autumn I found that no hour had been set apart, 
so I drew the Dean's attention to it, and I was given the hour 
from 10 - 11 on Wednesday. Then, without any notice to me, or 
request for re-arrangement, a third of the class was removed. 

I did not know why so many students were absent until after the 
Christmas holidays. I1 spoke to the Dean about it, but nothing 
was done, so I suspended the lectures until the time-table:as 
required by the Faculty should be complied with. This clinic 
I heve at present is very important because the students are 
behind in their work and the only reason I wish it is that they 
mey be aided in getting the work up reasonably well- You real- 
ize, of course, that Medicine is the most important subject of 
the whole curriculum, and that the time required for it should 
not be curtailed for any sub-department. 


It is only about two years ago that Professor Allen Baines 
told me that they did not wish to have the £th year at all in 
Pediatrics, and 1 may point out that in neither Pediatrics or 
Orthopoedics are clinics given in either of these subjects in 
the third yeer, that is, the year before graduation, and 
corresponds to our fourth year, in two such leading Universities 
as the Johns Hopkins and Chicago. I have not the calendars of 
the others at hand at present, so cannot state positively as 
to them.

If the whole class were available for two-thirds of the 
session it would be more reasonable to ask for the curtailment. 
A few years ago half the lecture hours in Medicine for the 4th 
year were voluntarily given up at the request of the Faculty, 
and the lecture hour for clinics was to take its plece. How- 
ever, aS agreeable to your wishes, the clinics may te suspended 
for this session, and the students put in the time in the Wards. 
I do not see how it is possible to do justice to the important 
subjects, especially if the report of the Commissioner is 
adopted by the House, requiring physical therapeutics without 
the adoption of an optional course, at least in the last year. 
Of course, the matter, will, in the ordinary course, come up 
again when next year's time-table is being considered.
